Calam ity la Illinois. 
K k it h s b u r o , Ills., Nov. 10. — At

W in n ipe g, Man. , Nov. 1 0.—Thirty- o v o n 
lives were lost near Port Arthur Sunday 
night. 
The Algoma, one o f th o iro n -clad 
transfer stoamers of the Canadian Pacific, 
left Owen sound, Ontario, last Thursday. 
Monday .afternoon, 
while rounding Isle 
R oyal, the steamer A th ab asca sighted th o 
fragments ef a wreck o n th o tro aclio ro u « 
reef. 
A rescuing boat was manned, and, 
after considerable difficulty, made|the t-.horo, 
rescuing the crew—thirteen men—and two 
passengers of tho ill fated Algoma. 
They 
reported that thirty-seven passengers h<ui 
perished in the wreck. 
The survivors could 
not have endured the hardships o f ex p o su re 
and hunger much longer. 
W hen they were 
landed at Port Huron by the Athabasca late 
Monday ovoning many of them |were d an 
gerously prostrated. 
Port A rthur is on the extreme northern 
coast of Lake Superior and distant from 
here nearly 501) miles. 
The scene of the 
wreck is southwest from Po rt A rth u r thirty 
miles or more. 
A ll the facts known here 
are gathered from personal dispatches an­ 
nouncing the losa of relatives or friends, and 
from two telegrams to the Canadian Pacific 
officials, briefly outlining the manner of the 
catastrophe. 
It appears that a heavy storm 
prevailed on the lake, Sunday night, one of 
it« features being a donso fog. Shortly after 
the Algoma rounded into the strait« which 
Isle R oyal skirts she craxhodjinto a concealed 
roef, and a few moments later the boat was 
shivered asunder. 
It collapsed so quickly 
that many of the victims perishod in their 
cabins, 
whore 
they 
had 
taken 
refuge 
from the inclement weather. 
Other*, who 
reached tho deck, wore given no assistance, 
and clung to the rigging in despair until in 
gulfed or swept away. 
The crew, frenzied 
by the disaster, thought only of saving them­ 
selves. 
W ith a quick rush for the nearest 
boat, they flockod in and swung it from the 
davits before tho pas^engors could follow. 
Two, however, contrived to crowd in,leaving 
tho abandoned ones, among them several 
women and children, helplo . and hopeless 
on tho deck of the doomed steamer. 
Tho 
boat was capsized several times by tho 
waves, but was righted again. 
The sur­ 
vivors succeeded in reaching land, almost 
dead from exposure and exhaustion. 
The 
•torm continued to rage furiously all night 
long 
The Athabasca came along about 
noon Monday, and as the channel 1« narrow 
could not avoid seeing the wreck and the 
distress of those on tho island. 
There is intense excitement in this city, as 
many people here had friend« on board. 
A
